Washington, June 1.—(45—Claims 
of the British government and its na- 
tionals against the United States for 
seizure and detention of shipping dur- 
ing the world war have been waived 
by Great Britain, it was disclosed to- 
night with publication of notes rati- 
fying an agreement reached two weeks 
ago. 

In return the American government 
agrees to employ the money thus 
saved to pay claims of Americans 
against the British which might fail 
of settlement in the British courts, 
but which the United States govern: 
ment regards as meritorious. The 
American note includes a promise to 


 pquest congress to enact the neces- 


sary legislation so to employ the 


money. 
British claims which the American 


_ government has recognized ‘ag just are 


understood to total approximately $1,- 
000,000, with others for which liabil- 
ity has not been conceded reaching 1 
higher figure. Claims of Americans 
against the British total approximate- 
ly $2,500,000. 

The agreement definitely removes 
the claims from diplomatic channels 
and interhational arbitration to the 
courts of both countries and Secretary 
Kellogg, in his note to Sir Esme How- 
ard, the British ambassador, agrees to 
ask congreas to pass laws permitting 
British claimants not ineluded in the 
settlement to sue the United States

The virtually identic notes said 
hoth governments regarded the agree- 
ment “not as a financial settlement, 
but as the friendly composition of 
conflicting points of view which seem- 
ed to lend themselves to no other form 
of adjustment.” 

In a covering statement, 
department said: 

“The two governments approached 
the problem from a practical point of 
view and have been animated through-| ‘ 
out their negotiations by a common 
desire to find a rational solution with- 
out sacrificing any question of princi 
ple on either side.”

Tampa, Fla., June 1.—(A)—J. 
R. “Slim” Hudson, 45, a sign

While confessing to murderinz 
five members of the family with a 
hammer while they slept, B. F

only as “Slim.” Levins has been 
spirited out of town for safe-keep 
-ing from members of a mob that 
gathered around the jail for the 
last three nights.

SLAYER OF CHEEK 
RESIGNED TO FATE 


Collapse of Eleventh- 
Hour Appeal Climaxes 
Day of Bitter Reversals 
for Slayer’s Counsel. 


‘Hope for Mell Gore paled Wesnes- 
day night. 

Struggling attorneys, frantically 
using the wits of their craft, had faced 
a day of reversals which was climaxed 
late Wednesday afternoon by the re- 
fusal of Judge J. B. Park, of Ocmu!l- 
gee superior court, in Greensboro,. to 
grant an injunction staying the elec- 
trocution. 

Gore faces almost certain death on 
Friday. 

Judge Park refused to sign the in- 
junction and to certify to a bill of 
exceptions which set~out that the de- 
fendant is now insane, “a fact just 
learned.”” In declining to grant the 
injunction, Judge Park declared that 
the state supreme court and Judge 
John D. Humphries, of Fulton su- 
perior court, who presided at the trial 
of Gore, had already passed on all of 
the points in the petition presented to 
him. 

This came as a climax to an event- 
ful day in the fight to save the con- 
demned man’s life, Governor Clifford 
Walker earlier in the day ‘aving re- 
fused to grant a commutation of the 
death sentence, following numerous 
hearings on last-minute appeals by at- 
torneys and friends of Gore. 

In the death cell next to the ex- 
ecution chamber at ‘he state farm in 
Milledgeville Cheek’s slayer is incar- 
cerated with only a day and a half 
remaining in which to breathe the air 
of life, unless the seeming. impossibie 
comes to. , oping, against 
hope—waiting. : 

Park Appealed To. 

As the last resort Wednesday Judge 
Park was appealed to. It was he 
who signed the injunction staying the 
execution of Gore on the former occa- 


sion on which the validity of the elec- ; 


trocution act was to be tested in the 
supreme court of Georgia. The act 
was upheld and now Gore faces elec- 
trocution Friday. 

The federal judges of the districts 
in the state of Georgia have all been 
appealed to in an attempt to take the 
ease to the Ifigher federal courts on 
writs of habeas corpus.

ADMIRAL ACTS 
ON DISCRETION 


State Department Says 
He and General Butler 
Have Been Ordered To 
Use Own Judgment. 


Washington, June 1.—(4)—Move- 
ment of between 4,000 and 5,000 
American marines from Shanghai and 
the Philippines to Tient-sin to meet 
any emergency that may arise from 
the collapse of the northera Chinese 
army south of the Yellow river is be- 
ing carried out in accordance with 
prearranged plans, official dispatches 
received here today said. 

The force constitutes more than 3,- 
500 marines, which Brigadier Gen- 
eral Smedley D. Butler, American 
marine commander in Chiaa, has held 
for many weeks at Shanghai, and ap- 
proximately 1,700 which are en route 
from the Philippines. The latter force 
left three or four days ago, it was 
said, but it was not definitely known 
when General Butler sailed with his 
mea from Shanghai. 

Marines To Be Moved. 

The only other marines in China 
are the comparatively small number 
maintained as a guard for the Ameri- 
ican legation at Pekin, and these also 
will be moved, officials said, if it 
should be deemed advisable to trans- 
fer the legation to a more accessible 
point for protectioa purposes in the 
north. 

Kither the traasfer of the legation 
to Tient-sin or the carrying out of 
the proposed strengthenitag of the 
Pekin guard by 2,000 additional mixed 
troops is regarded here as a logical 
developments, although no _ official 
word was received today in that con- 
nection. 

State department officials reitcrated 
that Admiral Williams, commanding 
noval forces. in Chinese Waters; ‘and 
General Butler were empowered to use 
their diseretion in moving their forces, 

The movement of marines has been 
unde: consideration for some time in 
view of the reported flight of the 
northern Chinese argy from Honan 
and Anhwei psovinces and the conse- 
quent danger faced by. Americans and 
other foreigners in those regions. Of- 
ficials do not foresee any serious trou- 
ble such as occurred at Nanking. since 
few Americans remain in North China. 
Their concentration at Teint-sin. it was 
pointed out, has been proceeding for! 
some weeks.

There he will 
board the Memphis for Washington.

Revolt or 


Rebirth? 


A French prelate, stationed in 
Flanders writes in connection with 
this. column's statement, that the pres- 
ent reviva] in Flanders ts comparable 
to the Renaissance, that this view is 
not correct. “The Renaissance,” he 
says, “was not a revolt but a rebirth.” 
Yet it seems to us that the Rennis- 
sance of the 14th and 15th centuries 
was rather a revolt than a rebirth, a 
revolt against medieval dogma. against 
ecclesiastical tradition, against all 
that fettered the free-play: of intellec- 
tual interests and impulses, against 
prejudice, routine, and stupidity. as 
well as against some better things. 
Passionate determination to know and 
enjoy to the full all the treasures of 
the classical. tongues was accompanied 
by an outburst of new literary effort, 
so that pedantry was overborne by 
originality. As reverence for 
Holy Roman Empire.and its rival the 
Papacy declined, as fetdalism yielded 
to the demand for liberty, the spirit of 
nationality developed, the national 
languages were cherished and culti- 
vated.

Provding for the Present. 

The wonderful way in which the 
public heart and purse of the nation 
has responded to the Red Cross ap- 
peals, combined with what the gov- 
ernment is doing and an do through 
its agencies: and with available re- 
sources, will, in the president’s opin- 
ion, tide the people of the flood re- 
gions through their direst conditions. 
He does not believe .ongress could 
now do more than that. 


In reply to that view there are 
many men in and out of congress who 
hold that the flood calamities are of 
national concernment and that the 
labor and cost of dealing ‘vith the 
necessary remedies should not be im- 
posed so largely upon the personal 
sympathies and contributions of the 
philanthropic part of the public at 
large. 

One government actuary stated on 
Saturday that th> nearly $15,000,000 
thus far provided by public and Red 
Cross agencies for flood relief has 
been given by not more than 250,000 
individuals and amounts io about 12 
cents per capita for our total popula- 
tion. 

It is argued that the federal treas- 
ury now holds over half a_ billion 
dollars of surplus money collected

‘Narcissus and Iscariot’ Is Title 


Of New Book of Poems by Atlantan 


Ernest Hartsock, well known young 
Atlanta author and lecturer, has just 
completed a new book of poems, 
“Narcissus and Iseariot,” to be is- 
sued by the Bozart Bros. company, of 
Atlanta, and offered the publie today. 

Mr. Hartsock is a graduate of the 
Boys’ High school, receiving M. A. 
degree from Emory college m 1926 
and is now serving as instructor of 
English at Georgia Tech. His poems 
have received world-wide recognition, 
he being vice president of the Empire 
Poetry League of Great Britain and 
also vice president of the American 
Poetry circle. 

“Narcissus and Iscariot,” which is 
Mr. Hartsock’s second volume, is di- 
vided into four sections, each con- 
taining features of especial appeal. 


The first section ‘s occupied with 
“Narcissus,” an elegy for the poet 
Shelley; this 20-page lyrical poem is 
done in colorful and lapidary style 
and reveals the young author in his 
first long poem, upon a Grecian back- 
ground, yet illustrating a new out- 
look and a somewhat psychological 
attitude toward the character of Shel- 
ley. A sustained eidort of this sort 
is seldom enough today, when few 
people stop to read the longer poems.

Second in the book is a collection of 
love lyrics, ballads, quatrains and 
satirical verses, which illustrate a 
definite progress in the emotional and 
intellectual progress of the poet. Out- 
standing among these shorter poems, 
which have been printed in many lead- 
ing verse magazines and in anthol- 
ogies in America and England, is the 
poem “Entre Nous,” which draws a 
scathing picture of two ladies gossip- 
ing about a Biblical character. Mr. 
Ilartsock often speaks out against re- 
jigious intolerance and spiritual stag- 


nation in almost drastic terms. His 
nature sketches are abundant in their 
use of descriptive epithet, especially 
in poems about the sea and in exotic 
poems of the east. 

In a Vein of lighter wit and humor 
is the group of epitaphs for pedants, - 
parsons, poets and many others. These 
short and pithy comments have been 
most popular with the audience be- 
fore which the author has read selec- 
tions and are one of the most enjoy- 
able portions of the volume. Unlike 
many contemporary poets, Ernest 
Hartsock has a sense of the ludicrous — 
which relieves the strain of emotional 
intensity, as has been noted by 
critics. | 

Dramatic Poeni. 

The last division of this collection 
is the dramatic poem, “Judas Iscariot,” 
which is spoken by that character in

It is likely that within a 
few days newspaper stories will tell of big 
fortunes made by individual operators in 
some of the stocks that have been shoot- 
ing skyward, and there will be hundreds of 
guileless individuals on the ontside who 
will possess envious desire to imitate these 
fortune builders. But when these stories of 
big fortunes hegin to appear, it is always 
an indication that the particular individuals 
involved have liquidated and taken their 
profits. There is a strong temptation right 
now to jump in and try to cbtain some of 
these apparently easy profits, but the risk 
is so great that the more conservative 
policy of remaining aloof should prevail. 
It will pay in the long -un. 


LIVINGSTON & CO. 

New York, June 1.—There was consid- 
erable profit-taking in the early afternoon 
in the industrials, as a wuumber of weak 
spots were uncovered. These included Foun- 
dation Co.. American Brown Boveri. Ameri- 
ean Woolen and Marland Oil, which com- 
bined with further profit-taking ir Interna- 
tional Nickel imparted quite a weak appear- 
ance to the market for a short time.
